It is impossible for the Education Department to supply the information required, 
inasmuch as the salary of a certificated teacher is paid by the managers of schools 
according to a private contract made between the managers and teachers in each case. 
The Education Department has no means of ascertaining from what source, official or 
unofficial, the money so paid to teachers is derived, whether from fees, rates, voluntary 
subscriptions, endowment, or annual Parliamentary Grant, or all or any of them. 

The only information the Education Department can furnish is contained in the annexed 
extract from the Report of the Committee of Council on Education for 1883-84.

Note . — This Return relates to those teachers only who received payment from the Commissioners of 
National Education throughout the whole of the year 1883, and embraces 3,792 male principal teachers of 
Ordinary National Schools, and 29 mole principal teachers of Model National Schools ; 538 male assistants of 
Ordinary National Schools, and 39 male assistants of Model National Schools, together with 90 male teachers 
of Modified Grant National Schools, paid by capitation only ; but does not include payment from the Science 
and Art Department, the details of which the Department was unable to furnish to the Commissioners of 
National Education^ 

The foregoing table shows the average payments under each head made to all male teacher’s, without 
distinction of class or position ; but, as a statement of the income of Irish National teachers, without 
discriminating the classes, would bq fallacious while it would leave untold the fact that teachers of the 
second and third classes could raise themselves in their classification and so obtain an increase of income, 
if only diligent, studious and effective, the appended Return is given, showing the total average income 
of the principal teachers in each class, also of the assistant teachers, and of teachers of small schools, with 
an attendance under 30 pupils, paid by capitation rate only.
